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HHS and USA Freedom Corps Launch Medical Reserve Corps

On November 1, HHS Secretary
Tommy Thompson announced 42
demonstration grants totaling $2
million to community-based
organizations to begin building local
Medical Reserve Corps (MRC) units
that will help local communities
prepare and respond in the event of a
public health emergency.

The local MRC units are comprised
of community-based, community-led
volunteers who are trained to respond
to health crises. Volunteers will assist
with emergency response, logistical
planning, records keeping, public
health and awareness campaigns, and
public communications. In addition to
playing an important role during a
large-scale local emergency, MRC
volunteers will also help promote the
public health of their communities.

"The Medical Reserve Corps gives
Americans an opportunity to help out
in their community. All of us have
talents and skills and there is no better
place to use those talents than in
service to the local community,"
Secretary Thompson said.
